Brea>11 ysz lies directly to the north 
o' Warsaw, about seventy miles, and 
the advance of the Teutons to that 
point means that Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg has launc hed a new drive 
against the interior of Russia. 
This move is taken to Indicate that 
Von Hindenburg will concentrate on 
Warsaw from three points.

Loss of Germans

and Uneisenau and the light cruise!

Count von Spec, bus created th* ut­ 
most enthusiasm. 
A dispatch from Montevideo report 
eel that the N um ber# and Dresden, af 
ter leaving the scene of battle, were 
making for Bort Santa Cruz, on th* 
Argentine coast, 350 miles away, be 
lug closely pursued by Hie British. 
Tile official announcement shows, 
however, that the German craft, whi* Ii 
hail a speed of twenty-three knots, 
was overtaken before proceeding far 
trom the scene of the fight. 
The Nurnberg was a ship of 3396 
tone, 328 feet in length and 38 feet 
beam, with a draught cif 15 feet. She 
was launched at Kiel In 1908. 
Her 
armament consisted of ten 4.1-inch 
guns, eight 2.1 inch guns aud four ma 
chine guns, ami 
she 
was 
equipped 
with two torpedo tubes. 
She i ai ried a complement of 322 
men. 
As the 
Scharnhorst and the 
Gneisenau carried 765 men each ami 
the Leipzig 286 men, it is estimated 
that the loss to the German fleet re 
salting from this latest big sea en­ 
gagement will total close to 2000 men. 
Among the lost, it is believed, is 
Admiral von Sp* e, who was on the 
Scharnhorst when she went to the 
bottom. 
The Dresden is now the only vessel 
known to have beau in Von Spee’a 
fleet which is unaccounted for. She is 
a sister 
-kip of the famous cruiser 
Harden aud was Hie flagship of the 
Germans in 
Mexican waters during 
the trouble with ll uerta. 
King George sent a personal mes­ 
sage of congratulation to Vice Ad 
mind Sturdee. Sim ilar m essages have 
been sent to him by Field Marshal 
Sir John French, the bourd of admit 
alty and the French minister of ma 
rine. 
By its victory the British navy has 
almost cleared the seas of German 
warships. The Kurlsruhe and the aux- 
iliuiy cruiser Kronprlnz Wilhelm ar* 
still operating against the allies’ mer 
t barnmen in th*- South Atlantic. Naval 
experts assum e Dial the British fleet 
will overtake and vanquish these two 
vessels.

EDISON TO REBUILD 


Eleven Buildings of Plant Destroyed 
at Loss of $7,000,000. 
West Orange, N. J., Dec. l l .—When 
iii** fire which swept 
the 
teii-acre 
manufacturing plant of the Thomas 
A. Edison companies here was extin­ 
guished, a hurried inventory of the 
J alnage revealed that eleven of tin* 
eighteen buildings had been dstroyed, 
others had been damaged, and that 
the loss would reach $7,000,000. 
Seven thousand men are employed 
at the plant and half of these, it Is 
estimated, will be out of work tem­ 
porarily. 
The entire force of employes was 
put to work removing th** debris, ru­ 
ler til*- active supervision of Mr. Edi­ 
son himself they began tearing down 
the concrete wulls which had to be 
removed, while tho embers were cool­ 
ing. immediate steps to rebuild have 
been taken. 
At least one man perished in the 
flames. 
This became known with th** 
finding of a charred body in ti e* ruins 
of the film house where the explosion 
occurred which started the blaze. Two 
other men, both workmen, 
w e r e re­ 
ported missing. 
While the flames were blazing high 
in the air, Edison, standing calmly 
with hands In pockets, said: 
“ Although I ain more than sixty 
seven years old, I’ll start all over 
again.” 
The fire began with ail explosion in 
the film finishing building iii the cen­ 
ter of the plank Th*- large quantity 
of film in th** building burned with al­ 
most th** rapidity **f gunpowder. 
Its 
highly combustible nature made each 
roll flash like a quick fuse. Within a 
few* minutes the Alin building was de­ 
stroyed and the* flames had spread to 
surrounding 
structures, 
which 
also 
were filled with highly Inflamtble ma­ 
terials
